statement, have relaxed our vigilance and 
permitted the upsurge of this cancerous 
growth within our land.

Deadline Oates for Veterans Are 
Pointed Out by VA; Benefits Due 
*

May began his banking career 
as janitor of the bank and Russell’s first job was as a 
bookkeeper. 


There are a number of important 
deadline dates on GI Bill benefits 
which World War II veterans should 
keep in mind, Veterans Aministra- 
tion officials point out. 
GI education and training bene­ 
fits have two deadlines, one to enter 
training and another to complete 
training. 
Education or training 
must be started (within four years 
after discharge or by July 25, 1951, 
whichever is later. 
As a general rule, education or 
training must be completed not later 
than July 25, 1956. 
The excep­ 
tions from the general rule are vet­ 
erans (who enlisted or reinlisted be­ 
fore October 6, 1946. 
These men 
figrue deadlines on GI Bill benefits 


from the date of their discharges 
and may start and complete their 
training later than other veterans. 
Veterans may apply for guarante­ 
ed or insured GI loans for the use of 
of buying or building homes, farms 
or business up until July 25, 1957. 
Veterans who were discharged on 
or before July 25, 1947, can apply for 
readjustment allowances until two 
years after their date of discharge. 
However, no readjustment 
allow­ 
ances are payable after July 25. 1952. 
There is no deadline on the time 
a veteran has to apply for medical 
care or hospitalization. 
He may do 
this anytime dumg his life. 
The 
same holds true for filing a claim 
for disability compensation or pen­ 
sion.

The Hamlin Herald extends congratula­ 
tions to members of the Hamlin Memorial 
Hospital board of directors for their ac­ 
tion Monday night in setting aside a room 
at the institution for Negro patients. Such 
a move is fully in keeping wih the prin­ 
ciples of Christianity. 
The Hamlin Memorial Hospital, erected 
as a monument to the young men who gave 
their lives for their country and their flag, 
was not fulfilling its purpose as long as 
treatment was refused to people of any 
creed, color or race. 
Negro boys died foi 
the flag, too. 
But the present board, conscious of the 
fact th; 
,,iercy cannot be segregated, nor 
car. human decency bow to discrimination, 
opened the hospital to treatment for the 
members of the colored race. 
The Herald believes the board’s action 
will meet with instant aproval of the peo­ 
ple in this community, and it feels certain 
the action will be in accord with the teach­ 
ings of Jesus. 
From this date forward the Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital will be more fully what 
it was intended to be— a haven of healing 
for the ill and afflicted, and a shining 
memorial to those who gave their lives 
that democracy might not perish from the 
face of the earth. 
A hospital, like God, 
can be no respecter of persons. 


Boring From W ithin 


Charges released this week, revealing 
that Communists have infiltrated into some 
of the church organizations in America, 
and that they are attempting by insidious 
methods to overthrow the one great bar­ 
rier to their continued advance, should 
cause those of us who love the American 
way of life to engage in sober consideration 
of the danger that confronts us.

HIGHWAY SIGNS ADVISE SAFE SPEEDS 
ON CURVES, TO BE SEEN IN FUTURE 


A new type of highway sign, an 
advisory speed sign designed to aid 
in traffic safety, will soon make its 
appearance 
rn Texas matin high­ 
ways. 
Part of the Texas High­ 
way Dt jiartment’s program of speed 
zoning, the new sign will advise 
motorists of the maximum safe and 
comfortable speed on curves and 
turns which are not considered safe 
to travel at speeds above 50 mph. 
It will be a sign with a yellow back- 
1 ground and black numerals and let­ 


ters. 
The spt>ecl indicated on the sign is 
not tho maximum at which a turn 
may be taken, but is the maximum 
at which the average car can make 
the turn without an uncomfortable 
side-throw of its passengers 
and 
still stay on its side of the road. 
The speed indicated is calculated 
by the use of a Ball-Barik indicator, 
an aircrafe device which measures 
the degree of force in any turn 
Highway Department test drivers 


will try each turn at increasing 
s]leeds until the maximum is deter­ 
mined.
